Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  and 
Borough  of  Pietermaritzburg  for  the  year  ended  SOth  June, 1942. 

The  birth  rate  has.  increased  for  all  races, 
while  the  death  rate  increased  slightly  for  all  races  except  Natives 
The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  was  only  s. Lightly  higher  than  last 
years.  A  small  outbreak  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile 
Paralysis)  occurred  curing  the  year. 

No  new  Slum  clearance  action  has  been  taken 
this  year  owing;  to  the  lack  of  housing  for  persons  displaced,  and 
only  a  very  few  isolated  dwellings  have  been  dealt  with. 

The  European  Infantile  Mortality  rate  reached 
the  extremely  low  (  and  record)  rate  of  19.4  per  thousand,  while 
the  Native  and  Coloured  Infantile  Mortality  rates  also  improved. 

The  loss'  of  trained  health  inspectors  who  have 
departed  on  active  service,  and  the  impossibility  of  replacing  them 
under  present  conditions,  has  resulted  in  an  unavoidable  decline 
in  the  amount  of  inspection  done,  and  a  heavier  burden  has  been 
thr  own  upon  th os e  re mai n i ng  . 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  Staff 
for  the  high  level  of  efficiency  which, despite  all  difficulties, 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  support  readily  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  of 
the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  various  Municipal  Heads  of 
Departments .

These  figures  once  again  show  how  much  better 
the  expectation  of  life  is  for  Europeans  than  for  the  other  classes 
of  the  community  .  The  table  on  page  7  also  indicates  how'jthat 

the  diseases  generally  associated  with  later  life,  e.g,  Cancer', 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage  and  Cardiac  disease,  are  a  much  commoher  cause 
of  death  among  Europeans  than  among  Non-Europeans 9  whilst  bowel 
infections9  tuberculosis9  syphilis,  and  diseases  of  early  infancy, 
are  much  more  frequently  the  cause  of  death  amongst  Non-Europeans.

(a)  ANTHRAX.  No  cases  notified. 

(b)  SMALLPOX.  No  cases  notified.  Cases  were  reported  in  the 
Northern  Natal  areas ,  and  duripg  the  period  under  revie w3  one 
case  occurred  (  a  Native  female)  a  few  miles  outside  of 
Pietermaritzburg  .  This  patient  came  into  Pietermaritz¬ 
burg  in  order  to  see  her  father  who  was  employed  in  Pieter - 
maritzburgj  and  then  attended  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  at 
Grey's  Hospital  where  she  was  discovered.  Prompt  isolation 
of  the  patient  and  her  immediate  domestic  contacts  was 
effected.,  and  a  Vaccination  Campaign  was  immediately  launched 

-  ,  This  Department  conducted  Vaccination  Clinics  for  Hon- 

t  •'  Europeans  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  School  Medical 
Authorities 3  undertook  the  vaccination  of  Non-European 
Schools  in  Pietermaritzburg.  The  vaccination  of  Europeans 
was  carried  out  by  the  District  Surgeon  and  by  private 
Medical  Pr act iti oners 9  while  a  certain  number  of  Europeans 
were  done  by  this  Department.  The  patients  and  Staff  in 
all  hospitals  in  Pietermaritzburg  were  vaccinated  by  the 
respective  authorities  in  control.  Approximately  143COC 
persons  were  vaccinated  by  this  Department.  No  cases 
occurred  in  Pietermaritzburg  9  but  a  further  9  cases  were 
found 3on  investigation 3 in  the  Native  Location  where  the 
patient  referred  to  above  resided.

(c>  DIPHTHERIA .  The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  31 
as  compared  with  29  for  last  year3  and  49  the  year  prior  to 
that.  There  were  1  European  and  1  Asiatic  death  from  this 
disease.  Until  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  child 

population  is  immunised  it  can  be  anticipated  that  this 
drop  will  not  be  sustained3  but  that  the  incidence  will 
increase  again.  Immunisation3  particularly  of  pre-school 
children3  was  continued  throughout  the  year3  a  total  of  270 
children  having  completed  the  immunising  course  at  the 
Infant  Clinic.  This  forms3  however 3  a  small  proportion

totalled  54,  an  increase  on  last  year's  total  of  38.  46  of  these  being 

Europeans.  Notifications  of  no n-PuIue nary  Tuberculosis  totalled  18 
(16  non-European)  as  compared  with  the  previous  year 1  s  total  of  8. 

15  Cases  have  been  admitted  to  the  King 
George  V  Tuberculosis  Hospital  in  Durban,  while  several  cases  are 
now  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission  to  that  hospital. 

During  the  year  the  new  Tuberculosis  block 
of  24  beds  for  Non-Europeans,  part  of  the  new  Non-Eur cp ean  Infectious 
Disease  Hospital  of  36  beds,  was  completed.  Despite  some  shortage 
of  equipment  the  hospital  was  opened  to  receive  patients  on  August 
1st,  1942. 

This  Block  is  intended  mainly  for  Natives, 
but  will  also  provide  accommodation  for  Coloureds  and  Asiatics 
awaiting  transfer  to  the  King  George  V  Hospital,  or  possibly 
unwilling  to  go  so  far  away  from  their  homes.  It  is  staffed  by 
Non-European  nurses  under  the  control  of  a  European  Matron. 

The  scheme  of  subsidising  rentals  in  Tuber¬ 
culosis  families  at  the  Native  Village,  where  a  larger  house  was 
necessary  to  ensure  the  isolation  of  the  infectious  case  in  the  home, 
continued  during  the  year  and  4  families  have  been  assisted  in  this 
way.  Close  control  by  the  Native  Health  Assistant  is  maintained  to, 
ensure  that  isolation  is  observed. 

During  the  year  36  Borough  cases  were  ad¬

The  routine  examination  of  all  contacts  of  every 
case  of  Tuberculosis  notified  is  one  of  the  most  important  functions 
of  the  Clinic,  and  is  aimed  at  detecting  early  cases  and  so  preventing 
the  development  and  spread  of  the  disease.  During  the  year  there 
were  1478  attendances  at  the  clinic  while  2044  visits  were  made  to 
tuberculotics  and  contacts  in  their  homes.

■  A  full  description  of  this  department's  organi¬

•1  -  Clinics  for  all  races  are  held  weekly  at  Grey’s 

Hospital  and  continue  to  be  well  attended,  there  being  11,590 
attendances  during  the  year  as  compared  with  last  year’s  total  of 
10,229.  The  Non-European  Health  Assistants  continue  to  do  good 
follow-up  work  and  1629  home  visits  were  paid  to  Non-European  cases 
of  venereal  disease.  The  regular  attendance  of  many  of  the 
patients,  extending  in  mc?ny  cases  through  5  and  6  courses  of  treatment, 
is-  largely  due  to  the  follow-up  work  of  these  Native  He  a.  lth  Assistants.

A^number  of  Syphilitic  .cases  were  re -admit  ted  for  re¬ 
laps  e3  who  came  in  from  the  country  districts  and  stated  that  they 
have  been  unci) le  to.  co at i nu e  with  regular  treatment,  although  they 
had  been  taught  the  necessity  for  this  at  the  Epidemic  Hospital, 
because 5  though  they  have  applied  for. -further  treatment,  they  have 
not  been  able  to  afford  the  cost  of  such  further  treatment.  There 
is  urgent  .need  to  provide  for  free  continuation  treatment  in  the 
country  districts  in  order  to  prevent  relapse  into  an  infectious 
condition  again.

No  case  of  plague  occurred  in  this  locality  during  the 
year.  Regular  inspection  of  new  shops  and  ware-houses  in  the  course 
of  erection  has  been  carried  out  and  their  rodent -proofing  has  been 
supervised  very  carefully  by  this  Department.  Some  progress  has 
also  been  made  in  the  rodent-proofing  of  existing  premises. 

This  Department  has  now  no  specially  experienced  rodent 
inspector,  but  the  Health  Inspectors  are  familiar  with  anti -rodent 
work  and  the  use  of  Gyanogas .  This  Department  has  one  Cyanogas 

Pump  in  good  order.  The  £ommonage  has  been  examined  once  during 
the  year  by  one  of  the  Health  Inspectors  and  a  moderately  heavy 
infestation  of  the  Town  - ‘Lands ,  which  are  of  considerable  extent,  was 
noted.  There  "is  one  Mill  and,  two  Grain  Stores  in  Pietermaritz¬ 

burg  though  many  store  s  do  carry  small  stocks.  The  rodents 
commonly  found  in  houses,  and  -'stores  are  Rattus  Rattus ,  Mus  Musculus, 
Mus  Rattus  and  Rattus  Norvegicus  .(arranged  in  descending  order  of 
frequency).  Every  opportunity  is  taken,  e.g.  when  new  licences 
are  applied  for  and  where  rode-nf  infestation  is  noted  in  existing 
stores,  to  have  the  premises  rodent-proofed.  During  the  year 
trapping  and  poisoning  have  been  carried  out  on  a  small  scale  only 
in  the  town.  ,  -A:

(I)  MALARIA.  Control  Joy  spotting,  oiling  of  selected  areas 
and  house  spraying  in  order  to  identify  adult  mosquit  oes  ,has 
again  been  carried  out  during  the  past  year  both  in  the 
Borough  and,  on  behalf  of  the  Magistrate  as  Local  Authority 
for  the  District  of  Pietermaritzburg,  in  the  Peri-Urhan  areas. 
Malarial  mosquito  vectors  we  re  recovered  on  two  occasions 
inside  the  Borough  and  on  one  occasion" in  the  Slangspruit  area. 
Oiling  and  check  spraying  was  immediately  intensified  and  no 
new  infections  of  malaria  occurred  within  the  Borough.  The 
presence  of  numbers  of  sufferers  from  Malaria  within  the 
Borough  due  to  the  presence  of  military  forces,  undoubtedly 
makes  malaria  a  very  real  danger  to  the  City  and  its  prevent¬ 
ion  will  require  increased  vigilance. 

Tree  planting  of  swampy  areas  was  continued

(1)  HOUSING .  I 

Owing  to  shortage  of  staff  no  re -survey  of  housing 
needs  in  Pietermaritzburg  has  been  possible  . 

As  far  as  Natives  are  concerned  much  has  been 
accomplished  and  the  requirements  for  Native  Housing  are  now  com¬ 
paratively  small.  Only  a  small  proportion  of  the  necessary  Asiatic 
Housing  has  been  provided  so  far.  No  sub-economic  housing  for  the 
European  and  Colour  ed-  population  has  been  provided  so  far,  but  a  re¬ 
survey  of  their  position  has  been  made,  the  result  of  which  is  given 
on  page  21.  The  Council  Economic  Housing  Scheme  of  50  houses 

in  the  ’’Gardens”  suburb  was  completed  a  year  ago  and  is  continually 
fully  occupied. 


Powers  under  the  Slums  Act  have  been  used  in 
respect  of  one  set  of  premises  during  the  year  (reduction  of  over¬ 
crowding),  and  powers  under  the  Borough  by-laws  have  been  exercised 
very  sparingly  in  dealing  with  insanitary  dwellings  owing  to  present 
conditions.  7  dwellings  were  condemned  for  demolition  under  Public 
Health  By-Law  19(b),  3  dwellings  v\ere  voluntarily  demolished, 
following  representations  by  this  Department,  and  a  closing  order  was 
placed  on  1  dwelling.  This  total  of  12  premises  dealt  with  repre¬ 
sents  a  considerable  drop  on  last  year’s  total  of  63. 

Plans . 

All  plans  of  new  buildings  are  submitted  to  this 
Department,  and  230  have  been  scrutinised.  Of  these  102  were 
approved  out-right,  119  approved  subject;,  to  minor  alterations  and 
9  disapproved. 

•  .  The  City  Engineer  reports  that  during  the  year  34 
dwellings  were  erected  for  Europeans  and  10  for  Non-Europeans,  a  drop 
of  67  on  last  year’s  total  of  111. 

(2)  HOUSING  OF  NATIVES.  NATIVE  OR  ASIATIC  LOCATIONS  OR  BARRACKS 

•  *  •  The  Pietermaritzburg  Native  Village,  situated  about 

■'3  miles-  from  the  centre  of  the  town,  has  been  recently  extended  and 
now  comprises  354  houses  and  various  public  buildings,  with  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  about  1,700.  It  is  situated  on  a  good  slope,  and  houses 
are  well  constructed  of  brick,  and  the  general  lay-out  is  good.  Water 
is  supplied  by  communal  standpipes  from  the  Corporation  water  supply? 
and  sanitation  is  by  the  pail  system.  A  considerable  amount  of 
work  has  been  done  in  the  provision  of  kerb  and  guttering  to  streets 
and  in  the  hardening  of  roads. 

There  are  three  Corporation  hostels  for  single 
Natives.  For  Males  there  is  the  East  Street  Hostel  (and  annexes) 
housing  399  Natives,  and  the  Ortman  Road  Hostel  with  a  capacity  of 
127.  The  Women’s  Hostel  in  Church  Street  housed  174  single  women. 
These  are  under  the  control  of  the  Municipal  Native  Administration 
Department  and  two  European  Superintendents  are  employed.
